Waters, director, communicable 
disease control, Alberta 
Community and Occupational 
Health; and a discussion of “Blood 
and Body Fluid Precautions” by 
Rhoda Wiens, infection control 
nurse, U of A Hospitals. 

Participants in the 
videoconference, due to air from 11 
a.m. to 1 p.m., will include Alastair 
Clayton, director general, Federal 
Centre for AIDS in Ottawa, with an 
overview of the general 
considerations of AIDS and HIV 
infection as they apply to 
educational programs and 
combative measures. He will also 
discuss international collaborative 
initiatives. 

A “Youth and AIDS” survey of 
young people’s knowledge, 
attitudes and behaviors, will be 
presented by its authors, Alan J.C. 
King, Queen’s University, and 
Richard Beazley, recipient of the 
National AIDS Research Scholar 
Award. 

Reporting on the preliminary 
findings of the North American 
study, “Understanding Physicians’ 
Response to AIDS” Phase I, 
Kathryn M. Taylor, director, 
physician behavior research unit, 
University of Toronto, will explore 
the ways in which AIDS is 
redefining the role of physicians, 
and how their attitudes will affect 
the cost and quality of patient care. 

The final item of the 
videoconference will be a review of 
the latest information on early 
vaccine trials being conducted in 
association with microgenesis, 
presented by Stanley E. Reid, 
division of infectious diseases, 


Hospital for Sick Children, 
Toronto. 

The afternoon portion of the 
program starts with a “Reaction to 
the videoconference”, given by Lil 
Miedzinski, Department of 
Infectious Diseases, Faculty of 
Medicine, at our University. 

David Fitzgerald, coordinator of 
support services, AIDS Network of 
Edmonton, follows with an outline 
of “Community Linkage and 
Support Services”. 

Concluding the program will be 
a panel discussion moderated by 
Sharon Toohey, director of 
nursing, ambulatory care, U of A 
Hospitals. Panelists are Noela 
Inions, director of legal and quality 
assurance services, U of A 
Hospitals; Glenn Griener, associate 
director, Joint-Faculties Bioethics 
Project, U of A, and Lil Miedzinski. 

The conference—which has been 
approved for six hours of 
recommended study credits by the 
College of Family Physicians of 
Canada—will be introduced and 
wrapped-up by D. Schurman, 
president, U of A Hospitals.

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C-I-L Distinguished Lecturer Pioneers ‘Metabolic Engineering’ 


Brewing and winemaking are the 
oldest industries based on 
microorganisms; basically you 
combine yeast with sugars and 
ferment to obtain alcohol. Many 
factors influence the flavor of the 
resulting beverages, but the 
amount of alcohol is determined by 
the efficiency of the yeast in 
converting the sugars, and the 
tolerance of the yeast toward high 
alcohol levels. 

In the past decade, the 
production of alcohol as a chemical 
feedstock or fuel has been a subject 
of intensive research. Rather than 
flavor, alcohol yield has become 
the primary concern. With the 
availability of recombinant DNA 
technology, the production of 
enzymes or proteins by 
microorganisms can be altered by 
changing the genetic coding within 
the cell. Many scientists are using 
this method to force cells to 
produce foreign proteins, such as 
human insulin. Can these methods 
be used to increase the efficiency of 
yeast for making alcohol, by 
modifying the enzymes normally 
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present? Can bacteria be altered to 
produce alcohol? How stable would 
these altered microorganisms be in 
an industrial environment? These 
are a few of the questions under 
investigation by James E. (Jay) 
Bailey, professor of chemical 
engineering, California Institute of 
Technology, and the 1988 C-I-L 
Distinguished Lecturer in Chemical 
Engineering. 

Studies on modifying the basic 
operation of cells, which Bailey 
terms “metabolic engineering”, use 
cloning procedures to insert DNA 
for desired enzymes into the cells. 
The performance of the modified 
cells during growth determines the 
success of the new DNA. Dr. 
Bailey’s group can monitor crucial 
phosphate species formed during 
conversion of sugars, using a 
special NMR spectrometer to 
measure concentrations within the 
cells. Mathematical models of cell 
processes help to define the 
effectiveness of the cloned DNA 
and the efficiency of the new cell’s 
metabolism. Techniques such as 
flow cytometry are used to 
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measure how well the cells retain 
their modified DNA as they grow 
and divide. 

Dr. Bailey will give two lectures 
during his visit to campus. The 
first, entitled “Chemical Reaction 
Engineering at the Cellular Level” 
(15 September, 3:30 p.m.), will 
discuss how the analogy between 
the cell and the chemical reactor 
can be used to detemine what 
genetic changes should be made in 


-a cell to obtain a desired result. 


Current work from Dr. Bailey’s 


group on metabolic engineering of 
cells will illustrate the concepts. 
The second lecture, titled 
“Host-Plasmid Interactions in 
Genetically Engineered Escherichia 
coli” (16 September, 2:30 p.m.), w. 
focus on the stability of plasmids 
introduced into cells by genetic 
engineering methods.

Authority on Poland’s

Development of the Socialist Countries 
of East Central Europe to the Middle

Noetel’s work, The Economic History 
of East Central Europe 1918-1971, 
and is completing a study on the 
socialist state of Bulgaria under the 
title: A Difficult Road to Socialism: 
Bulgaria 1944-1971.

A Freedom in Ashes 


M@ Starting 1 September, the University of Alberta is banning 
smoking in private offices. It seems either thoughtless or 
cowardly to have suppressed debate by hiding this aspect of the 
new legislation until the half-dead summer recess but at this late 
stage I wish to make three points. First, alienating smokers hurts 
standards at the University; second, there is no reason to believe 
that the cause of the ban, a presumed damaging effect of “side 
stream” smoke leaking out of private offices, is a health hazard; 
and third, it is an example of the frightening way in which new 
crusaders are successfully destroying freedoms. 

I once worked for six months in the Museum of Comparative 
Zoology at Harvard, an old wooden building where smoking 
was not allowed due to the risk of fire. Smokers stayed away 
from the university because they preferred to work in freedom 
at home. Amongst them was Al Romer, one of the most famous 
of all paleontologists. Better students, with a choice of 
universities, should choose to go to one where more freedom 
still exists. ] would. Again on a personal level I would have 
refused a post here if I had been told that I was not allowed to 
smoke in my own office, and I suspect there are many like me. 
Advertisements for new staff should contain the warning, “THIS 
UNIVERSITY DOES NOT ALLOW SMOKING ANYWHERE 
EXCEPT IN DESIGNATED PUBLIC AREAS”. My point here is 
that every standard, from research and teaching to students and 
support staff and even to administration (many smokers will not 
join smokeless committees), is jeopardized by driving smokers 
out of the University. And please spare me from the stupidly 
naive, “All we are telling them is to stop smoking here.” 

The above warning should also be included in letters inviting 
visiting lecturers and dignitaries, potential benefactors and so 
on. It would be an odious discrimination for senior 
administrators to allow visitors to smoke in their offices. “If you 
wish to smoke Sir Winston, please go to the cafeteria.” 

I hope the real point at issue is whether “side stream” smoke 
from smokers’ offices is a threat to the health of those in other 
offices. If the legislation is merely the result of committees of 
non-smokers stamping their feet we should all feel ashamed. 
The existence of a threat requires proof that “side stream” smoke 
damages health; that the air in non-smokers’ offices contains a 
hazardous amount of tobacco pollutants, and that these are 
directly attributable to “side stream” smoke leaking from private 
offices. All would be necessary before an intelligent and 
disinterested observer could find the new legislation reasonable. 

Similar circumstances still surround the controversy over 
putting flouride in water supplies. In the case of both fluoride 
and “side stream” smoke, opponents continue to ignore the fact 
that research has been unable to show that small amounts 
damage health. But absence of damage can never be proved for 
the same reason that it is impossible to prove your husband is 
faithful. You can only prove he is unfaithful. Non-smokers 
should therefore prove that “side stream” smoke damages their 
health. The research attacking smoking, however, contains 
erroneous statistics, inadequate controls, poor epidemiology, 
badly constructed questionnaires, biased interpretations, 
unwarranted conclusions and even falsified results* (Eysenck, 
H.J. 1986; Aviado, D.M. 1986). With frightening success 
non-smoking crusaders have ignored the bulk of the data and 
fed selected material to a gullible public. 

The real extent of the supposed threat can only be assessed 
from independent measurements of all the pollutants at present 
inside our offices and outside the buildings: formaldehyde and 
xylene vapors from laboratories, nitrosamines, carbon monoxide 
and so on; fumes from combustion engines, factory emissions, 
aerosols and gas burners. The list is huge. As for my own office 
in the Faculty of Dentistry, please include radioactive waste from 
the exhaust just outside my window, mercury vapor from 
amalgam filling materials, ethylene oxide from the central 
sterilizer and asbestos from the ceiling under which I have been 
working for 10 years. A minute, probably immeasurable, amount 
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of tobacco pollutants amongst all the others in non-smokers’ 

offices would make the new legislation equivalent to removing a 

harmless but unsightly mole and ignoring an adjacent cancer. - 
Finally, I am frightened how this issue has again shown the 

power of the new crusaders. They are becoming the legislation 

of so-called democratic societies. They attack freedom in art, in 

the theatre and in literature. They crusade against the freedom 

to employ whom you wish, to have an abortion, to drive 

without seat-belts, to open stores on Sunday, to read 

un-expurgated classics in schools and even to allow my cats to 

roam outdoors. They are fanatics who in the selfish cause of 

trying to improve their own lives have not noticed that each 

success pushes us closer to the freedomless societies of Brave 

New World, 1984, This Perfect Day, One, and Fahrenheit 451. 
Every year we become more forced to conform to the dictates 

of a well-intentioned but uninformed majority led by the 

half-truths and New Think of crusaders. And today they are 

foolishly celebrating over the ashes of another incinerated 

freedom. We should all be mourning.
